Graham Backhouse with the 
atiempted murder of his wife, 
Margaret. aged 37. and the 
murder of his neighbour, Mr 
Colyn Bedale-Taylor. 

He will Face magistrates at 
Yate, near Bristol, today. It is 
understood he waş arreşted on 
Saturday night. 

The charges came after a 
month of intense police in- 
quiries in Horton. near Bristol 
into the incident in which Mirs 
Backhouse was severely injured 
by a car bomb as she reversed 
the family estate car oat of the 


garage. 
Three weeks later Nir 
Bedale-Taylor. aged 63 a 


retired personnc! officer, died 
of two gunshot wounds he 
suffered at Nir Backhouse"s 
350-acre Widden Hill Farm. 

Police had kept a constant 
watch on the farm since tht 
bombing, which had been 
preceded by a hate campaign of 
anonymous telephone calls and 
poison pen letters apparently 
directed against Nîr and Niîrs 
Backhouse. 

On ore occasion the severed 
heud of a lamb was discovered 
impaled ov » farm fence Dost 
«ith a note underneath saying: 
“You next." 

Last week NMIrs Backhouse 
left a Bristol hospital. where

Greece vetoes

Grecce has vetoed a Nato

His body 
was idenüfied by an uncle who 
claimed later that the head was 
covered in matted blood, 
although no such wounds were 
visible in the photograph taken 
as he left the bus. 


While most doubt surrounds 
Abu Jumaa's fate. the Israeli 
magazine Haolem Haseh (This 
World) has published photo- 
graphs of anotber Arab, who 
has nol yet been positively 
identified. It claimed he was {he 
second hijacker who left the bus 
alive.

Why the rising price of rice 
has sown the seeds of capitalism 


north gorverrunent employees 
ge! varying monthly rice 
allowances at half a dong a kilo 
depending on their status. 

To make up shortages in the 
north, however, is problematic. 
Rice production in the northern 
half of the country is still 
under-developed but to bring 
rice from the country's rice 
boni in the Nekong delta is 
vastly expensive and there is a 
tack of trarisport infrastructure. 
One senior party cadre said one 
kilo of rice produced in the 
north was beter than 20 
imported from the south, 

So despite markets full of 
fresh tomatoes and bananas in 
Hanoi, inflation is rampant and 
the prospect is that Viemam 
will have to import some 
200.000 tons of rice during the 
year. 

But the professor is adamant 
chat these capitalist practices 
pose no danger to socialism:

An international symposium 
on the ealiest man-like creature 
thought to have inhabited the 
Eurasian land masswas called 
off at the last minute because 
some scientitsts are trying to 
make an ass out of “Orce 
man", according to reports 
published here yesterday. 

The three-day symposium, 
originally scheduled to begin in 
Granada, on Mlay 28, mmder the 
sponsorship of the regional 
gûvernment of Audalusia, was 
to hare centred on discoveries 
last year. at a site in Orce, near 
Granada. where an ancient 
skull fragment was found. It 
wus originally identified as 
coming a hominid crea- 
ture which dwelt there about 
1.3 million years ago. That was 
earlier than any previous. find 
im Europe or Asia. 

The creature was dubbed 
*Orce man”. However, after a 
long process of removing 
calcium deposits from (the 
interior surface, .which ended: 
only last month, careful study 
revealed a “Crest” or ridgé 
which raised doubts im some 
experts" minds about the type. 
of animal to which ît beloliged.. 
Some scientist argued that.such- 
a crest was more characteristic 
of the jackass or ts ancestors 
than of man. 

The director of the archeo- 
logical team which made the 
discovery and is coutmumg to 
excavate at the site, Seor 
Josep Gibert of the Institute of

Studies reveal that

These grim statistics add up to a 
national problem which President 
Rcagan mentioned in a Slale of the 
Linion message this year in which he 
promised incrcased federal efforts to 
help mothers collecl paymenls 10 
bolster 1he deterorating family 
Siruclure. 

Reagan is considering the use of 
computers 1o 1rack down non-paying 
spouses — usually fathers — who 
allempt 10 go underground hy 
changing their names or seeking 
employment in other states, Under 
this proposal. the names of non-pay- 
ıng fathers or mothers would be 
forwarded lo Ihe inland revenue 
service, which would deduct from 
federal tax refunds the money owed. 

This will noL however, be enough 
10 correct the problems faced by the 
children of dıvorce. Many. who 
formerly lived with both parenis in 
middle-class homcs, experience rapid 
deterioration in their standards of 
living. Support payments increasingly 
cease well hefore the age of 2I. leaving 
the mother to pay for vocational 
training and universıty cducation she 
can rarely afford. 

Economic sacrifices are only part of 
the problem. There are deep 
emotional scars as well. Despite the 
growing acceptance of shared physical 
and legal custody of children. and a 
new movement by fathers 10 gain 
custody. courls continue overwhelm- 
ıngly 1o award the care of children to 
mothers, Often. in several years time. 
or after remarriage. the father drops 
out of 1he children’s fives completely. 

This is disastrous for boys in 
divorced people's families, New 
studies reveal that divorce is harder 
on boys than girls, who adjust more 
rapidly. often recovering from the 
shock in a vear’s time. whereas it can 
take a boy up to three years 10 rECOVET, 

As the effecis on children have 
become better researched. courts and 
parents have tried to find better ways 
of preserving their interests. This has 
led to experiments known as {he 
“emply nester” syndrome. in which 
hoth parents relain custody of 
children. each parent taking lurns lo 
visit: and a shared custody regime in 
which children shuttle back and forth. 

Courls in cases where children 
become pawns in q1he divorce 
proceedings have also begun 1o 
appoint independent child counsellors 
or walchdogs 10 protect their rights. 

These are some of the problems 
and solutions which have arisen 
during the past decade of no fault 
divorce. Well-meaning judges like the 
one who heard the Misteles' case 
often attempt to resolve them on their 
own - with disastrous resulls.

You are still welcome 1O display 
orang-utans playing lacrosse, 45 long 
as you do nol do it on council 
property. For councils may be as 
choosy as any private individual 
about what acüvities they pertmil on 
their land. And an increasing 
number of them choose nat to 
ertertain circuses that include so 
much as a performing flea. Lslington 
Council has circulated an Animals 
Chaner and is confident that ils 
fellow Labour-controlled councils in 
inner London will join the ban, 
which is already in force. I 
understand. in places as far-flung as, 
Southend and Barrow-in-Furncss. If 
it catches on across the country. the 
freedom to present a circus wilh 
animals may become purely no- 
tional. since for most of the year all 
the non-human performers wouid 
have to be in ruinously expensive 
kennels. Thus, in a surprisingly 
short time. the sight of a blonde on a 
piebald or a beach-ball on a seal'"s 
nose may well become a memory. 

Observe the simplicity of the 
process. No need to bother Parlia- 
men.

For this is local dernocracy which is 
so tremendously “responsive” — or. 
to put it another way, “capricious” 
and “irresponsible”. Îf Ken and Sue 
and Ted have a thing about animals 
in circuses, then we must all show 
solidarity. 

“Local democracy” is different 
from parliamentary democracy in 
another way 100.

Not only have many of the 
greatest names in British defence of 
the last 10 ar 20 years joined in this 
demonstralion of fire-power, but 
others appear only to be biding their 
time before revealing either outright 
opposilion to Mr Hescltine’s 
scheme. or at least some highly 
perlinent questions. 

But it is not only the greats of 
yesterday who are up in arms. There 
is believed to be anxiety in the Air 
Force Board of the Defence Council, 
and the Army Board is fuming and 
would undoubtedly fulminaie too, 
but for the Official Secrets Act and a 
certain instinct for self-preservation. 

Some months ago the Amy 
decided that 1984 would be the year 
in which it would sirap on iis 
sharpest sword and compose ils 
features into their leanest and 
meanest look. IH was going to do ils 
own stream- lining and never again 
would it be possible for anyone to 
accuse il of being top heavy. 

But that has not deterred Mr 
Heseltine. The Army now fears 1hat 
Mr Heseltine's scheme may delay 
the implementation of its own Cuts, 
and that the two may not be entirely 
compatible. 

Alî this is neatly encapsulated in 
the fact that the man charged with 
1the primary responsibility for 
carrying through the Army's review, 
Lieutenant-General Sir James 
Glover, Vice-Chief of the General 
Staff, is himself in a post which Mr 
Heseltine intends to abolish. 


Emouions are beginning to run high 
al the Ministry of Delence. Before

Not that he has actually achieved 
very much yet. as loday's Statement 
on ' the Defence Estimates will 
reveal. But he has asked a lol of 
questions, his fingers have probed 
some delicate and fleshy areas of a 
corpulenlt defence establishment. 
and people are beginning to irembİe 
at the prospect of the surgery which 
he will obviously’ demand.

Barrett says: “Overall a 100 per 
cent success cannot be guararleed 
because one must account for the 
occasional psycopath who really 
believes he is telling the truth.

His case for extending the use of 
the polygraph along American lines.

shops, is simple, if not simplistic.

First, he offers pre-emı 
screening tests. More thar eight out 
of 10 people seeking jobs teil lies, he 
says.

What is crucial is the skill and 
expertise of the operator, who has to 
interpret the change in the inter- 
viewee’s respiration. blood pressure 
and skin moisture as recorded by the 
detector. John Dicker, a retired 
deteclive sergeant who trained for 
three months in the United States 
last year, is at present the firm's sole 


Britains hard-pressed spy catchers 
are not alone in resorting to the 
poiygrapi lie detector {o weed Out 
suspecé.

His view, in ıts essentıals. WAS 
that opera. as organized in our ms.

of the second half of the twentieth 
century. Since he urore the article. 
the French have tended to agree 
wıth him in increasing numbers. SO 
the audience for opera has been 
going up. 

Thıs was not wlıat MI Boulez had 
ın mind. He was. and still is, againsl 
all those cumibersome performances 
of say. Hrda. with fat people 
strolling ` around with Art Deco 
lampshades on their heads pretend- 
ing to be ancient Egyptians. Such 
goings-on vere a Waste of the 
subsidies enjoyed bt» the great opera 
houses. 


1 believe hat both M Boulez and 
the audiences that like lampshade 
.Indas are right. Such .4idas could 
well afford to pay for themselves 
and the proper place for ıhem is NOt 
the opera house but the sporils 
stadium. This Paris has just proved 
with an excellent series of {ill al 
the new stadium al Bercy. The 
building was opened a few wecks ago 
with round-the-clock cycling and 
continued with world middleweight 
boxing. though. in an uncharacter« 
istic failure of showmanship. the 
management failed 10 incorporate 
those two attractions in the perform 
ance of ica } saw.

Gatwick is now 
fully accepted as one of the 
world's major facilities. with 40 
airlines flying regular scheduled 
services 1o almost all parts of 
the world.

The caterers, for example. 
«ill have 30 or 40 a1 work aş 3 
minimum. some staffing the 24- 
hour buffets. and others hard at 
i in the production kiichens 
preparing for the morning rush. 
They make and fill no fewer 
than 25.000Û sandwiches a week. 
and the aim is lo have 
everything sold within about 
seven hours of ils being made. 


The duty free shops employ 
up 1o 350 staff in peak season. 
They slay open through the 
night because it is simpler to 
kecp stall on duly 1han to 
transporl {hem away as late as 
ıhe shop could close and back as 
early as they would need to 
open.

T1 was 14, I felt I could not judge 
him. f! could only concentrate 
on how he got where he did.” 


It remains true, she adds, that 
Schumacherîs impact is not 
easy 1o evaluate.

The 
Intermediate Technology De- 
velopment Group he founded 
lives on. with many people 
working for it, but ever short o! 
money; a Schumacher Centre 
was planned but failed to bê 
born: in Germany Schumacher 
ideas are held by the Greens.

Bar- 
bara Wood"s eldest brother is a 
businessman. applying his 
father's principles to industrial 
processes: the second son is a 
carpenter and trout farmer: her 
younger sister bottles spring 
water in Wales.
